system. This process separates the fountain solution contaminants out
while leaving the critical ingredients in.

Navistar will soon replace existing plate processing technology with
“process free” printing plates. This will eliminate the need for wash water
and the associated chemistry normally used with conventionally
processed printing plates. This new installation will reduce the energy
consumption for this process as well.
